About the only thing in those is a tiny microchip of special design and a 
magnetron of no value and a wierd HV supply. Might get a few diodes from 
that. But not worth the effort.

Actually, the little power transformer on the control board might be 
handy, and there are generally a couple of small relays on there too. 
Maybe a 5V regulator too, along with diodes and filter caps. Not much 
else though. Maybe you could use the fan for something. The light 
bulb socket, fuse holder and line cord could be worth saving too. If 
it has a carassel, the low speed gear motor could be handy, but it's 
110V. Always worth saving the glass tray from inside. 


You can get xmilesx of thin magnet wire off the HV transformer, for 
several life times supply of stealth antennas:-) If you can find two 
identical HV transformers, you can grind off the weld holding the 
bottom laminations in place, remove the HV secondary on one, the 
primary on the other, then put both primaries on one core, weld the 
bottom laminations back on and have a high current 1:1 isolation 
transformer. 


You can break apart the magnatron and get two strong ring magnets for 
holding floppy disks to the refridgerator door - on second

Hi gang: 


I thought I ought to toss in a "definition" issue about the use of the 
term "longwire" antenna. The ARRL ANTENNA BOOK has a useful 
definition implicit in: 


"Since a wire is not ‘'long,' even at 28MHz, unless its length is equal to 
at least a half wavelength on 3.5MHZ ..." 

For a wire to be "long," it has to be several wavelengths long before the 
reinforcement of waves traveling along the wire begin to depart from the 
"figure 8" pattern characteristic of a half wavelength antenna and begin 

to exhibit (at first) 4 lobes. As the wire gets longer electrically, the four 
major lobes in a coverleaf pattern migrate toward the directions of the 

wire and minor lobes begin to appear in the horizontal pattern. The major 
lobes begin to exhibit gain over the major lobes of a dipole. With a 

true longwire, you just feed its end thru a tuner (L-network usually). 


I've had up several "longwires" (1900ft, 1600ft, 1300f£t) and the directionality 
on the low bands (160-40) as well as the gain becomes more obvious the 

higher in frequency one goes. The trade-off is also obvious as the 

nulls deepen. 


So, just for the sake of discussion, let's bear in mind that a 150ft wire 
on 10m is just starting to be a "longwire" and on the lower bands, we're 
more or less talking about an endfed wire with the characteristic 
figure-8 broadside radiation pattern with a tad of gain on 28MHz. 


Wes Hayward's web site (previous threading of the needle) has some 
godd experimental results.

Hi all: 
To add a couple of footnotes to Dr Meg's excellent summary. . 


The propagation programs all are based upon statistical methods and 

database information about levels of ionization at various magnetic 

latitudes that have been built up by ionosondes (i.e., beacons which 

send a sign straight up, and be measuring the return time, calculate 

a "virtual height of reflection" (i.e., the heigh at which the signal would 

have reflected if a perfect copper plate were up there instead of billions 

of ions scattered across 40km of height). As Jim pointed out, you have 

to supply the essential parameters (locations, SS/AF number, date, time etc.) 
which will determine the path (great circle bearing calculation). One key 
parameter is usually built into the program -- transmitted power. I Like the 

W6EL windows program best of all. It allows me to reset the assumed 100w 
transmitted power to 5w or 1w or whateverby entering a -dB power ratio 

number, and to set the kind of noise at the receiving end as well as the signal- 
to-noise ratio that is considered tolerable. Life isn't so easy once 

these parameters are set! To make matters worse, W6EL allows me to set 

the lower limit radiation angle for the path calculation. This really makes 

life worse! When set at 2-degrees, I can hit FR5 (16495km path) in 8 hops with 
noice signal strength relative to noise. BUT, my dipole is at 45ft, not 250ft! So, 
if I set the lower limit at, say 14-degrees, all of a sudden I'm up to 12 hops or 
so, and my signal-noise ratio is like -25dB!!! Fat chance!!! 


At any rate, the pgm first calculates the path and uses an iteration algorithm 
to seek out the lowest radiation angle that will complete the path given the 
database info. That is, as Jim pointed out, the statistically averaged virtual 
height at possible reflection zones for a given radiation angle requiring 6 hops, 
say, is found, then the MUF calculated from the database. The database 

contains all the data for season, day, time, solar positions etc, but these are 
statistical values.This is where understanding what the pgm does becomes 

fuzzy. Probability enters the picture. This means, given the data accummulated 
over the last 30 years, an SSN of 'nnn' on Nov. 11 at 0430Z, it is highly 
probable that the MUF at reflection zone #1 will be 20MHZ, at #2, 18MHz and 

so on out to hop zone #6. BUT a probability does not necessarily mean that 

right now, that's what the MUF's at the 6 relection zones actually are. It is 

a probability that they will be. That where the ">50% of the time" comes from. 
The W6EL "A" "B" "C" his way of stating the probability ranges. At any rate, 

the pgm iterates looking the the best (lowest) radiation angle that will actually 
reflect at each of the 6 hop zones. It's a complicated bunch of calculations 
because the virtual height will be different at each reflection zone, thereby 
producing a complicated geometry problem. 


As Jim mentioned, Davies has been the "expert" since he did his stuff in 
the 1950's and afterwards. Propagation is technical stuff and it is not as 
simple as the nice little drawings in the books suggest. No mirrors up 
there! It's all fog. 


As one poster mentioned, the pgms are a lot of fun. But in my case on 30m as 
well as 15m, the probability that the predictions will match up with what I 
actually work is usually "<25%" on the whole, in either direction, i.e., either 
I'm supposed be S/N -15dB at FR5FD when I work him on 30m, or the 

probability is 100% that I will be 15dB above ©.5uv and +25dB S/N when 

I don't work him! In the final analysis, if I hear them I call them. And 
sometimes, 

if I can hardly hear but not copy them for 5 mins, I still call first and worry 
about finding out who I worked later on!

If you want antenna gain you must make the pattern much more 
narrow to achieve this gain. Thus, if it's a wire between trees you have 
great gain in one direction. Around 1935 a guy put the wire on a rotating 
mast. This was the birth of the "beam". I have a beam at 60 feet in the 
air that makes QRP fun. It's an old High Gain TH6-DXX 6 elements on a 26 
foot boom. It only works on 20,15 and 10 meters. 


So if your antenna is wire and you can't let anyone see it, don't 
make it to have any gain. Make it to have general coverage off the sides 
and point the ends off in some unimportant direction like north and south. 
That means you will be strongest east and west and really weak here in New 
Mexico...:-) 


On any band the vertical is a good antenna for general coverage. A 
problem with the vertical is the radials. There is so much wrong 
information given about them. In fact there are 2 kinds of radials. One is 
just 4 wires elevated above ground that are just bit longer than a 1/4 
wave. The other is a capacity coupling to real ground. This takes a large 
number of radials, like 25. 


The vertical has a low angle of radiation which is very good. But 
it also picks up local noise better than a wire and recieving is poor. I 
have a good 40 meter vertical that gets out very well. But hearing is sure 
bad. 


If you have room and nobody cares try two 88 foot center fed wires 
that are in the air 90 degrees apart, making a large T. You have two 
feeders of 450 ohm ribbon and a switch so you can change which antanna you 
use fast. This will work well on 80 through 10 meters and you can aim it. 
George in Texas uses this and he is LOUD!

I do have a question concerning "long" or other random length wires for VHF 
and UHF - 6, 2 and 440. Will they work with an appropriate tuner or is 
this a non-starter? I cannot put up beams, as much as I would like to, so 
my only other alternative is a dipole or VHF/UHF vertical of some sort at 
maybe 10 to 20 feet up.

Hey there guys and gals: 

What I used for my dummy load was an Ohmite TCH35P series Thick Film, 
Non-inductive 51 Ohm resistor. (Mouser p/n 588-TCH35P-51 $3.90 ea) Mounted 
in an Eagle 1.2x1.4x3.5 inch cast aluminum case (Mouser p/n 400-4590 $6.75 
ea) I used a BNC connector on the end of the case. ( I use BNC's for all my 
low power stuff, work as a flag that I should be careful about power levels 
for me.) The Resistor is in a TO-220 style package and will dissapate 35 
watts when heat sinked. ( I don't know what it will handle if no heat sink 
is used.) I used the cast aluminum case as the heat sink, bolted the 
resistor right to it. The die-cast case also works as a good shield. 


Test results are as follows: 
With an autec RF-1 freq from 2.0 to 34.0 MHz; R=50 ohms, SWR = 
With an MFJ-259B freq from 2.0 to 34.0 MHz, R=58 ohms, SWR = 1. 
MHz R=70 onms, SWR=1.5.

So this thing is great for HF and can also be used for up to at least 2 
meters without much problem. 


If you want to use a different connector (like an S0-239) you will need 
a larger case and I would recommend the eagle 2.2x2.5x4.5 inch case (Mouser 
p/n 400-4587 $8.35 ea). Any way thought you might be interested, for less 
than about $15 you can build a very good dummy load.

Your bean is much more that a rotatable wire. It is an array of 
rotatable wires that reinforce the signal in the chosen direction. If 
it was only a rotatable wire it would have no gain, only the pattern 
coverage would change with rotation. 


There are some very good examples of wire beans. The original W8JK 
array was a wire beam. Many hams either, cannot, or do not want to 
incur the expense of a beam and rotator. Joel, up in New England, has 
done many experiments with wire beam antennas. They have all, pretty 
much, worked well. But the gain, in any case, does not depend on 
rotation, it depends on the electrical and physical properties of the 
array! 


Ground, for vertical antenna depends on whether you want the antenna to 
be a "ground plane" or a 1/4 wave, or a 1/2 wave vertical. 1/2 wave 
verticals don't require much of a ground. 


The "ground place" type of antenna is usually denoted by the elevation 
above ground, and in many cases 4 radials have worked very well. 


Ground mounting a 1/4 wave vertical depends on a good RF ground to 
complete the antenna's circuit. This ground makes up the other half of 
the antenna circuit. Experiments have shown there is a relationship 
between the quality of the ground and the number of rafdals, with the 
point of diminishing returns at around 20. 


What you put up in the form of an antenna is really dependent on your 
circumstances. Not all of us can do beams. Not all of us want the 
problems of a vertical. BUT, whatever we do put up, we should optimize 
the performance! 


Over the past 25 years I have had a variety of antennas, ranging from 
beams (2 meters) to wire antennas. They have all performed well for 
me. I have had to learn some things about each antenna to begin 
optimizing the performance, but that's what ham radio ia all about!

The analogy of the flow of electricity to the flow of water in a hose is a 
good comparison. Electrical current corresponds to water flow in, say, 
gallons per second; voltage corresponds to water pressure; electrical 
resistance corresponds to the cross-sectional area of the opening out of 
which the water flows. The smaller the cross-sectional area, the higher 
the resistance to the flow of water; hence, the lower the flow and higher 
the pressure. 


This, by the way, is an analogy that goes way back to the early 19th 
century. Scientists and engineers often referred to voltage as 
"pressure'"or "intensity" and current as "quantity."

At least they quieted down 
when I started xmitting which indicated to me they were hearing me pretty 
well.

OK, you've already covered one big advantage. Depending on the window manager 
(desktop) chosen and the applications running, Linux is faster than most recent 
versions of Windows, sometimes much faster. That isn't 100% though. KDE, the 
most capable desktop and the friendliest to folks who know Windows, is pretty 
resource intensive. Netscape is equally bad with memory and therefore equally 
slow under Linux or Windows. So... YMMV, but generally you can get more 
mileage from your existing hardware by moving from Windows to Linux. 


It is easier to properly secure a Linux box than a Windows box. Having said 
that, I should point out that if you don't keep up with security patches 
(RedHat calls them errata) you are just as vulnerable to attack under Linux as 
you would be under Windows. Basically, you need to educate yourself on 
security no matter what you run. The good news is that you probably can't 
catch most popular viruses. There have been a couple of worms targetting Linux 
(Ramen immediately comes to mind), but again, with a properly patched system, 
you are immune. 


For hams there is a big advantage: Linux offers kernel-level support for AX.25 
(packet radio) and a number of other digital modes, including some experimental 
ones. For the ham experimenter, Linux is a great idea. However, that support 
is not turned on by default, so you have to learn enough to manually recompile 
your kernel to use it. Basically, it's best to learn that froma 
Linux-knowledgable ham who also knows what the various ham radio kernel modules 
offer. 


Oh, and Brad, you might want to check out gpsk31. It's very nice is you plan 
on running psk31 from your Linux based system.

I just picked up a fairly decent HW-8 at a club auction for a cheap 
price. The transmitter and receiver functions work fine. 

It has an inoperative crystal controlled 50 KHz marker generator 
(yes, it gets power when its switch is turned on), and a couple of 
other obvious mods; one of which is a 12 position rotary switch on the 
upper rear corner, above the new BNC antenna connector. The included 
manual shows the change as a tapped inductor, which is electrically in 
series with the RF output lead from the T/R relay to the BNC connector. 
The rotary switch sequentially shorts out sections of the 6.8uH inductor, 
until at the lowest position, there is just the1l5uH tap in the circuit. 

The values given for the inductance taps are from 15uH to 6.8uH. In 
the last position of the switch ('above' the 6.8uH tap) the output 
circuit is open. 

I have confirmed that this is actually the way it is wired-an open 
circuit in one position of the switch. The coil is about 35 turns of 
maybe #20 wire on a nom. 3/4 poly coil form. It is quite well done. 

The second questionable mod is a curious single torroid and series 
trimmer cap, mounted on a small piece of pc board in the vicinity of the 
RF/and AF gain controls and the antenna preselector. One end of the 
trimmer cap grounded and the high end of the toroid unconnected. There 
is a small terminal post on the perf board for a connection, but no 
indication that it has ever been connected to anything in the area. 

Can anyone tell me what these modifications were supposed to do? I 
have the HW handbook by Mike Bryce, and there is no mention of anything 
remotely resembling these items in there. 

The next step will be to pull the lid off of my other HW-8 so I can 
compare it to a stock chassis. 

Thanks for any input.

Hello everyone. I'm sending the check in the mail today for my kit. I 
think this is a great idea. I've dabbled with building QRP rigs before, but 
never had a forum like this to share ideas. Maybe we can bring some more RF 
design expertise into our hobby. 


As far as Ohm's Law (V = I * R) is concerned, your analogy below is a great 
one. 


I used a similar analogy when explaining to a non-electronics friend why his 
12V car battery does not electrocute him, even though it can deliver 100 
Amps or more cranking current when needed to start the engine. 


When the resistance is high enough, very little current can conduct -- such 
as is the case with your skin in contact with only 12V of "pressure". 
However, increase that pressure to 120V, like your AC outlet in the house, 
and enough current can now conduct to cause a BIG problem for you! With 
zero resistance, the "faucet" is wide open, allowing, theoretically, an 
infinite amount of current to flow for any non-zero voltage (or "pressure"). 

Since no real conductor has zero resistance (other than super conductors 
-- but those are beyond the scope of this class!), there is always some 
resistance in every circuit, and current is thus limited. 


To really understand what is going on beyond the Ohm's Law rule of thumb 
involves studying the nature of charge flow via the atoms of the materials, 
and how tight or loose they hold on to their respective electrons. It's an 
interesting subject, rooted in physics and quantum mechanics theory, and is 
part of the foundation of what all semiconductor theory (ie, microchips, 
ICs, etc) is based upon.
